PC  received  a  record  number  of 
almost  1 ,000  freshman  applications  this 
fall — thanks  to  intensified  efforts  in  the 
admissions  office  and  among  alumni, 
who  formed  special  recruiting  commit- 


PC's  105th  session  received  a  good 
launching  last  month,  with  enrollment 
increased  beyond  expectations . . .  the 
Springs  Campus  Center  dedication  . . . 
and  a  stimulating  convocation  address 
by  alumnus  John  Elrod. 

The  931  registering  students  mark 
the  college's  third  largest  enrollment. 
It's  up  2  percent  over  last  year  and  not 
far  off  the  '8 1  record  of  948.  Composed 
of  534  men  and  397  women,  this  group 
strikes  a  57-43  percentage  ratio  that 
gives  pleasant  balance  to  the  campus 
population. 

They  hail  from  20  states,  Puerto  Rico 
and  eight  foreign  countries.  As  ex- 
pected. South  Carolina  leads  with  472 
on  the  rolls.  Georgia  is  a  runaway  sec- 
ond with  298  representatives  (32  per- 
cent), while  the  main  other  states  in- 
clude; Florida,  51;  North  Carolina,  48; 
Virginia,  16;  and  Alabama,  7.  Among 
the  visitors  from  abroad.  West  Ger- 
many sends  three  students  to  study 
here — followed  by  one  each  from  Eng- 
land, France,  Ghana,  Switzerland,  Uru- 
guay, Venezuela  and  Zaire.  It  just  may 
be  PC's  largest  foreign  contingent. 

To  throw  out  a  few  more  statistics  of 
general  interest,  Presbyterian  maintains 
its  character  of  being  90  percent  resi- 
dential. Almost  every  available  space  is 
taken  by  the  834  students  living  on 
campus  (to  include  25  in  Doyle  Build-

A  MoUer  pipe  organ  now  enhances  Belk  Auditorium  as  the  result  of  a  $52,000 
gift  that  names  this  musical  instrument  in  memory  of  the  late  Cecil  Bruce 
Barksdale  of  Greenwood.  The  donor  prefers  to  remain  anonymous. 

The  organ  will  be  dedicated  on  the  evening  of  November  22  in  a  special 
recital  by  Dr.  Stephen  G.  Schaeffer,  associate  professor  of  music  and  fine  arts 
department  chairman  at  PC.  He  supervised  the  recent  installation  of  the  organ 
after  its  purchase  from  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary  in  Columbia.  In- 
stallation of  the  15-rank  instrument  also  included  its  enlargement  and  modifica- 
tion to  satisfy  the  college  needs. 

In  naming  the  organ  for  Bruce  Barksdale,  Presbyterian  College  me- 
morializes the  former  Greenwood  business  leader  in  communications  and  bank- 
ing who  also  served  as  an  officer  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  there  and  as  a 
PC  trustee  from  1962  until  his  death  in  1966.

Sports  update: 


Perils  of  Poss"  now  playing 


The  Blue  Hose  have  written  their  own 
"Perils  of  Poss"  script  with  dramatic 
finishes  in  early  football  games. 

They  nipped  Wofford,  30-28,  on 
Doug  Culler's  third  field  goal  with  9 
seconds  left  just  one  week  after  Lenoir 
Rhyne  registered  its  21-22  upset  on  a 
two-point  conversion  after  time  had 
run  out.  Both  decisions  turned  on  last- 
minute  fumble  recoveries.  And  since 
PC  dropped  a  close  7-14  decision  in  the 
Citadel  opener,  only  the  31-0  win  over 
Georgia  Southwestern  failed  to  pro- 
duce a  hair-raising  scenario  for  new 
Coach  Elliott  Poss. 

In  this  2-2  start,  team  statistics  tell  an 
interesting  story.  Defense  continues 
strong:  ranked  fourth  nationally  (NAIA) 
against  the  rush  by  allowing  78  yards- 
per-game — thanks  to  such  linemen  as 
Lawrence  Jackson,  Rod  Berry,  Marty 
Mackie  and  Sam  Pinckney.  The  secon- 
dary has  been  a  bit  more  generous  in 
giving  up  an  average  174  passing  yards. 

The  big  change  from  '84  is  an  offense 
that  rolls  along  at  353  yards-per-game. 
Rushing  accounts  for  252  of  that,  with 
PC  runners  at  5.5  per  carry.  Jimmy 
Lindsey  has  303  total  yards  (7.4  aver- 
age), while  freshman  sensation  Stevie 
Riggins  has  added  285  (7.9  per  carry). 
And  Quarterback  Ted  Stephens  has 
passed  enough  to  average  100  yards 
with  57  percent  accuracy. 

Basketball  opens  practice 

New  Coach  Greg  Blatt  began  basket- 
ball practice  this  month  with  three  start- 


ers back  from  the  team  that  finished 
24-8  last  season. 

Junior  Wiley  Adams,  an  All-America 
mention  in  '85,  and  6-8  senior  center 
Danny  Howell  and  Mike  Smith  form 
the  lead  trio.  Considerable  varsity 
experience  also  returns  with  Kenny 
Howard,  Doug  Sadler  and  Earl  Con- 
nor, among  others.  And  Blatt  has  re- 
cruited three  talented  newcomers  in 
Yancey  Johnson,  Terrence  Allen  and 
Ronald  Lucas.

PC  offers  varied  financial  assistance 
for  scholars  and  students  in  need 


Some  85  academic  grants,  includ- 
ing two  full-cost  Quattlebaum 
Scholarships,  head  the  list  of 
financial  aid  opportunities  available  for 
freshmen  entering  PC  next  fall. 

December  1  is  the  application  dead- 
line for  the  academic  grant  competi- 
tion. Interested  high  school  seniors 
should  apply  immediately  through  the 
admissions  office. 

Based  on  merit  rather  than  need,  this 
program  annually  attracts  more  than 
160  topflight  candidates  from  through- 
out the  Southeast.  The  two  Quattle- 
baum Scholarships  have  a  current  value 
of  almost  $32,000  each  for  the  four 
years   of  study   here,    and   there   are 


numerous  good  runner-up  awards  to 
help  defray  college  expenses. 

In  addition,  much  need-based  assis- 
tance is  available  in  the  total  aid  pro- 
gram that  presently  amounts  to  ap- 
proximately $3  million.  South  Carolina 
Tuition  Grants  offer  up  to  S2,600  per 
year  to  qualified  state  residents  attend- 
ing PC.  Federally  funded  assistance 
goes  to  many  students,  and  the  college 
also  has  its  own  special  funds. 

"We  try  to  meet  the  real  need  of  all 
qualified  candidates,"  President  Orr 
has  said.  "1  hope  prospective  students 
will  not  let  the  higher  price  tag  of  a  fine 
private  school  prevent  them  from  ap- 
plying here." 


Wearn  gift  to  Jacobs  Hall  renovation 

A  $52,684  gift  comes  to  Presbyterian  College  from  Greenville  business  leader 
Wilson  C.  Wearn  and  wife  Millie  for  use  in  the  campus  building  program. 

Wearn  is  chairman  of  the  board  of  Multimedia,  Inc.,  and  vice  chairman  of 
the  PC  board  of  trustees. 

The  funds  will  be  used  to  help  restore  old  Jacobs  Hall — one  of  the  land- 
mark campus  buildings — into  a  topflight  academic  center,  according  to  Presi- 
dent Kenneth  B.  Orr.  He  said: 

"We  are  most  grateful  to  Millie  and  Wilson  Wearn  for  adding  so  gener- 
ously to  the  resources  needed  for  this  important  project.  With  almost  one-half 
of  the  $1.2  million  remodeling  cost  now  subscribed,  we  hope  to  raise  the  re- 
mainder soon  enough  to  begin  work  by  late  1986.  It  will  preserve  one  of  PC's 
historic  buildings  while  at  the  same  time  providing  modern  facilities  for  our 
popular  business  program,  for  the  mathematics  department  and  ROTC." 

Erected  in  1915  and  named  for  college  founder  William  P.  Jacobs,  this 
building  is  listed  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  Its  restoration  has 
broad  significance  to  students,  faculty  and  alumni  because  of  the  thousands  of 
young  men  and  women  who  have  studied  there.  Dr.  Orr  said. 

As  chairman  of  Multimedia,  Inc.,  Wilson  Wearn  presides  over  an  organi- 
zation that  publishes  13  daily  newspapers — including  The  Greenville  News- 
Piedmont — and  30  non-daily  newspapers,  operates  five  television  and  12  radio 
stations  and  more  than  100  cable  television  franchises  in  four  states.  It  also 
produces  and  syndicates  television  programming,  including  the  Phil  Donahue 
Show. 

Wearn  became  Multimedia  chairman  in  1981  after  serving  as  president 
since  1977  and  chief  executive  officer  since  1978.  He  was  named  to  the  Presby- 
terian board  of  trustees  in  1981  and  is  now  in  his  third  year  as  vice  chairman. 

A  former  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  National  Association  of 
Broadcasters  and  of  its  television  board,  Wilson  Wearn  earlier  this  year 
received  NAB's  1985  Distinguished  Service  Award — the  industry's  highest  honor. 


Dr.  Alex  Stump  dies 

The  college  lost  one  of  its  all-time  great 
teachers  with  the  September  25  death 
of  Dr.  Alexander  B.  Stump,  80-year- 
old  professor  emeritus  of  biology. 

He  taught  and  headed  the  depart- 
ment here  for  25  years  after  coming  to 
PC  in  1947  from  the  faculty  of  Flora 
MacDonald  College.  And  by  the  time 
he  retired  to  his  Lake  Greenwood  home 
in  1972,  he  had  earned  the  affection  and 
esteem  of  hundreds  of  students  as  well 
as  colleagues  in  the  field.  Although  his 
teaching  and  advising  of  pre-medical 
students  came  first,  he  also  engaged  in 
published  research. 

Dr.  Stump  was  elected  president  of 
the  South  Carolina  Academy  of  Science 
in  1951  and  received  PC's  1970  Alumni 
Distinguished  Teaching  Award. 

A  Maryland  native,  he  earned  BS, 
MS  and  PhD  degrees  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  and  served  in  the  Army 
medical  detachment  during  World  War 
II.  He  was  a  founder  of  Clinton's  All 
Saints  Episcopal  Church. 

Survivors  include  wife  Sally,  a  sister 
and  daughters  Margaret  S.  Wilson  '64, 
Mary  Bartram  S.  Witt,  Nancy  S.  Bat- 
ton,  Allison  S.  Tillinghast  and  Harriet 
B.  McKee  '74.
